STATEMENT RESPONDING TO REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 


This statement is filed pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1 .104(e) ("Reasons for Allowance"), and is 
responsive to the Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter 
in the Notice of Allowability dated November 8, 2007.
